Lindsey’s opponent in 1924, on the 
ground that the election proceedings 
in one precinct of Denver revealed “‘a 
pam regrettable and astounding condi- 
ion.”

The supreme court said that “the 
whole conduct of the judges and clerks 
of election in that precinct shows a 
gross negligence and total disregard 
of. their official duties.”

tion of the reason for lawlessness in 
the country today.

The trial of the others was ready to 
begin at the time they’ were lynched.

Additional prohibition talk was in- 
serted into the record when Senator 
Edwards, New Jersey, democrat, an- 
nounced that he would introduce an 
amendment to the national prohibition 
act, banning the use of poisons in in- 
dustrial alcohol. 

Meanwhile, as “wet” senators were 
injecting personalities into their 
speeches, dry leaders under F. Scott 
McBride and Wayne B. Wheeler were 
meeting in conference and picking 
holes in the proposed “‘wet” program. 

“The new program of the Associa- 
tion Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment is like alk other wet schemes 
to prevent prohibition enforcement, 
full of hallucinations and unworkable 
plans, McBride, superintendent of the 
league, declared. 

Seven proposals of the “wets” were 
eatalogued and labeled by the “dry” 
leaders as follows: 

1. Demand for a national referen- 
dum on the prohibition act—dominat- 
ed by a Pennsylvania liquor controlled 
machine. 

2. Repeal of state enforcement 

until the national law is re- 
pealed—mere camouflage. 

3. Making search and seizure more 
difficult—to protect liquor outlaws 
from the law. 

4. Demand that Philadelphia stop 
its poli® force from spending so much 
time on raiding and arresting boot- 
leggers—either satire or irony as Phil- 
adelphia policemen spent but little 
time in arresting bootleggers. 

5. Disuse of the padlock system— 
natural resentment of liquor groups 
against an effective instrument of en- 
forcement. 

6. Removal of poisons from indus- 
trial alcohol—it’s the booze and not 
the denaturant that kills.

Kellogg Preparing Statement. 

Secretary Kellogg is preparing a 
statement on the Chinese situation 
which, it is understood, will outline 
the policy of the United States.

ARRIVES IN PEKIN. 

Washington, January 24.—()—Ar- 
rival of American Minister MacMur- 
ray in Pekin yesterday was reported 
to the state department today by the 
legation, but he has as yet dispatched 
no official advices about the situation 
in China, He left the Chinese cap- 
ital January 18 for conferences in 
Washington only to be halted by ca- 
blegram in Korea and directed to re- 
turn to his post. ’ 

Tension appeared a little relaxed in 
official circles by advices that the ri- 
oting in Shanghai had not been fol- 
lowed by any violent reaction there or 
among the foreign communities at 
other points.

No material changes in the situation 
at Hankow, Shanghai or elsewhere 
were disclosed in today’s official ad- 
vices except that Consul General Lock- 
hart reported the British business

SENT 10 HOUSE 


Washington, January 24.—-(2)—On 
the eve of hearings by the house mil- 
itary committee on bids for Muscle 
Shoals, congress today received a bill 
embodyiug a new offer by the Ameri- 
can Cyanamid Company of New York. 

The measure, sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Madden, republican, Lllinois, 
would provide for a 50-year lease of the 
properties to the Air Nitrates «orpora- 
tion, a subsidiary to be created by the 
Cyanamid company. 

Four per cent interest on ihe gov- 
ernment's expenditures since May 31, 
1922, weuld be paid, and it is estimat- 
ed that this would amortize, if contin- 
ued 100 years, its entire investment. 

The bid would provide for govern- 
ment construction of dam No. 3 at a 
cost of 532,000,000 and also for con- 
struction of Cove Creek dam at a cost 
of $20,000,000 either by the govern- 
ment or the corporation. 

Fertii;:zer production would be the 
prime f::nction of the corporation with 
provision for government manufacture 
of nitrates in time of war. The ferti- 
lizer would be sold under supervision 
of a farm board to be appornted by 
the president with senate approval 
from the membership of principal farm 
organizations. 

Production would be on a scale of 
10,000 tons of nitrogen and 40.000 tons 
of ferti‘izer plant food for the first 
two yesrs and’ would be increased 
gradualiy to a maximum of 48,900 tens 
of nitregen, dependent upon whether 
the government or the corporation con- 
structs the Cove Creek dam.

A col- 
league of Dr. MacCallum’s has written 
an instructive little book for lay read- 
ers, on “Rheumatism, Its Meaning and 
Its Menace,” and in this little volume, 
published by Appletons, Dr. L. F. 
Barker explains how “rheumatism” 
for many decades was a shabby old 
omnibus trundling along with a load 
of nondescript diseases that could find 
transportation in no other pathologi- 
cal van, how William Cullen, way 
back in 1796, differentiated 34 varie- 
ties of chronic rheumatiz, and Wiesel 
in 1923, counted up 80 different con- 
ditions that have ridden on this -indis- 
criminate bus! But Dr. Barker knows 
what he is talking about,’ too, for 
he shows how from 80 to 95 per cent 
of heart diseases in young people is 
¢aused by rheumatic fever, acute ar- 
ticular rheumatism, inflammatory 
escapes recogni’' n by the layman he- 
cause the only manifestations, by 
rheumatism. acute infec ‘ous arth- 
ritis. Kven this all too familiar ill- 
ness of childhood and youth sometimes 
which a physician would be able to 
diagnose the illness, happen to be a 
low fever. an increase in the number 
of white blood corpuscles and certain 
heart signs of which the patient and 
family are serenely unaware. In 
other words, this type or variety of 
“rheumatism” may be quite painless 
and not affect the joints at all! 

Neither of these two medical au- 
thorities nor any other contemporary 
authority teaches that exposure to 
cold, wet or weather is a factor in the 
causation of the diseases that still 
ride in the shabby old omnibus. Both

infection, such as diseased tonsils, dis- 
eased adenoid tissue or just a “sore 
throat.” : 

It is for this reason, that is, ~“e 
frequency of slight “sore throat” or 
slight adenoid inflammation or slight 
tonsilitis, as an introduction to such 
infection, that all good medical au- 
thorities teach that. 

Every child or young adult who has 
an acute sore throat or even what 
purports to be just a “cold” in nose 
or throat with slight fever should im- 
mediately go to bed and remain in bed 
until his physician thinks it safe for 
him to get up and about. 

So I think Dr. MacCallum put it 
mildly when: he said that rheumatism 
is a distinct and well defined disease. 
It is anywhere from 34 to 80 more or 
less distinct and well defined diseases. 


In asserting, as I do, that there is: 


no such disease as rheumatism I hope 
to incite people to drag off a few of 
the bold masqueraders that ride on 
Dr. Barker’s omnibus and investigate 
their pretentions.

I believe in all seriousness that 
the great Latin source, the source 
that gave life and impetus to civili- 
zation when wild boars still roamed 
where Paris stands today and while 
Kngland was still shrouded in the 
mists of a pre-historic era, is spring- 
ing up again today. It rests to be 
seen which bed the waters engendered 
by this spring will follow in history. 

In the present state of things Mus- 
solini and the Italians feel a certain 
need to express their sentiments loud- 
ly. At times they seem to clamor.

The Austrian 
emperor and the czar of Russia, the 
king of Vrussia and England told 
Marat and the revolutionaries of 1789 
once that they could not make a rev- 
olution, that they were not masters 
in their own home. 

‘You teil us we cannot make a 
revolution.” answered Marat to the 
taunts ot the holy alliance. “but we 
throw you the head of a king!” 

The Italian of today, high and low, 
is convinced that the fascist regime 
will obtain for him satisfaction and 
recognition. And if Mussolini were 
not able io produce material, economic 
and possibly territorial results, his 
regime, however strongly entrenched 
at the present time, would crumble to 
the ground. 

The Duce in Resume. 

And now a last word on Mussolini, 
this extvaordinary an fascinating 
figure that has loomed so largely on 
the horizen of our time. 

Mussolini has been condemned for 
his reactionary tactics, for the em- 
ployment of force, for the curtailment 
of liberty, for suppression of the 
press, for the murder of Matteotti. 
I am no apologist for such taties, but 
I believe that Mussolini will not for- 


ever go on denying his early er) 


cratic and liberal faith. 

When he introduced the death pen- 
alty as punishment for attempts on 
the chief of the government it was 
his measure to insure tranquillity 
in the realm. But he also provided 
that the measure would be temporary 
only. ‘The present law is operative 
only for five years. This proves that 
Mussolini considers the present period 
only as transitory and temporary. 

In his heart of hearts Mussolini, I 
believe, oes not approve of whole- 
sale clubbings and political reprisals. 
Often his fascist extremist folle wers, 
young bovs many of them, go beyond 
the bounds which the Dnce_ himself 
considers reasonable. Mussolini, the 
ex-socialist, with the maturing years, 
will not continue to deny the prin- 
ciples of Mazzini and Caveur.

“We have appointed Captain J. M. 
Burke, one of the state prison in- 
spettors, as temporary warden of the 
state prison farm until such time as 
the state supreme court hands down 
a decision in the pending case,” was 
the formal statement issued by the 
commission at the conclusion of its 
long session. 

Captain Burke was present at the 
prison farm throughout the session, 
and was quoted as being willing to 


serve in the temporary capacity “as 
long as necessary.”

Means, a former speciel agent of 
the department of justice, was sen- 
tenced for two years in two cases.

distilleries. 

On Jdnuary 30, 1925. Means was 
convicted of conspiring to bribe gov- 
ernment officials in the Crager Sys- 
tem Glass Casket fraud, in which case 
he figured prominently. Both convic- 
tions were from New York, the. last 
commitment being for his conviction 
of the conspiracy in the fraud case. 

He has become a popular figure at 
the federal institution since being con- 
fined there. He was assigned to the 
law library when first there and has 
been there since. . He has for some 
time been at work on a book dealing 
with criminology.

As the senate and house bills have 
been finally rewritten the presidential 
commission, originally provided for 
each, would «+e full control over all 
radio controver:‘es, 

During the first year of its life 
the commission, to consist of five 


members, would have complete au- 
thority over all questions, including 
the assignment of wave bands; what 
stations might broadcast; the hours 
of broadeasting; the power of each 
station and <ll other questions having 
to do with the regulation of the in- 
dustry. 

During that year the secretary of 
commerce would be charged with ad- 
min*_tretion. Aft..--ards he would 
have authority to grant, revoke legis- 
lation, and his rulings would be final, 
unless parties at interest, including 
state, city or county officials. appealed 
from his rulings within 39 days after 
they were made. 

Upon such appeals the commission 
would hear the case and enter appro- 
priate orders which would be final 
except that an appeal to the courts 
could be taken where the question <:t 
issue was one for judiciary determina- 
tion. 

One important provision of the re- 
vised bill is that any station which 
permits a candidate for office to use 
its facilities to reach the voters would 
be required to permit all other can- 
didates for the same office to broad: 
east for the same length of time from 
that station.

While the 
strength of these issues was attributed 
partly to exaggerated reports of a huge 
shipment of gold to this country, 
their continued firmness indicated 
that confidence in the French eco- 
nomic condition was more solidly be- 
hind the upward movement. Paris dis- 
patches that stabilization of the franc 
at or near its present level is due was 
a sustaining factor. 

Demand was not confined to any 
group of French liens, but embraced 
governmental, municipal and corpora- 
tion obligations. Seine 7s and Paris, 
Lyons, Mediterranean 6s led the pro- 
cession, each scoring gains of more 
than a point. Belgian issues moved 
up slightly on good demand, while 
Italian 7s were weak. Mexican and 
South American liens were again pop- 
ular. 

Domestic railway bonds held fairly 
steady, although evidences. of profit 
taking appeared here and there. Chi- 
eago Great Western 4s receded frac- 
tionally, while Missouri Pacific 4s, 
and Erie General 4s and convertible 
4s recorded slight gains. Industrials 
were firm, with the greatest demand 
for Sinclair Oil 64s and Sinclair Pipe 
Line 5s. 

A feature of the public utility divi- 
sion was a sharp advance of New York 
Street railway bonds, in the face of

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FOREIGN NEWS 
SENDS WHEAT UP 


Chicago, January 24.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—Assertions that the 
Canadian government crop report, due 
tomorrow afternoon, will show reduced 
figures on yield, tended to lift wheat 
prices today. Falling-off in the 
United States visible supply total was 
also a tng Ee factor. Wheat 
closed firm, 1-4c to 1-2¢ net higher, 
corn 3-8c to 1-2c down, oats unchang- 
ed to 1-4e off, and provisions unchang- 
ed to 15 @ 17e up. 

In the late dealings, wheat reacted 
somewhat from the day’s top level, 
but the setbacks appeared to be a re- 
sult not of wheat market conditions 
proper but of sympathy with a sharp 
decline in corn.  Varlier. wheat had 
climbed to about 1c above Saturday's 
finish, helped by an unexpected jump 
in Liverpool quotations and by word 


; Pof decreasing stocks in Great Britain, 


as well as by unfavorable weather 
for domestic winter wheat southwest. 
Houses with southwestern connections, 
though; were good sellers here when 
the market bulged. 

On the other hand, premiums for 
export wheat at the Gulf of Mexico 
were firmer, and export business in 
domestic red winter wheat today ap- 
peared to be of fair volume. Besides 
evidence was at hand tending to con- 
firm reports that European crops are 
smaller than estimated earlier in the 
season.: Curtailment of production in 
Spain was given particular notice, lat- 
est figures on vield in that country 
being 125,990,000 bushels, against a 
June official forecast of 157,996,000 
bushels,
